State legislation would promote 
recycling— but environmentalists 
say it doesn’t go far enough

As several U.S. cities move to ban plastic bags, Illinois is a sig- 
nature away from its own law to regulate the omnipresent car- 
ryout sacks that so often wind up as breeze-borne litter. 

But in a twist on the usual reaction to this type of govern- 
ment oversight, the proposal has business-community back- 
ing but is opposed by many environmental groups. 

The plan, approved by state lawmakers last week and await- 
ing action by Gov Quinn, would require plastic bag manufac- 
turers to set up collection and recycling programs, pay fees 
and register with the state. Individual communities— with the 
exception of Chicago— would be prohibited from enacting 
their own laws to impose taxes on the use of plastic bags or 
ban them outright. 

Environmentalists, who point to reusable bags as the green- 
er option, say the law would unfairly tie the hands of local gov- 
ernments, which in several West Coast communities have led 
the way in banning plastic bags. 

“It’s a wolf in sheep’s clothing,” said Max Muller, pro- 
gram director for Environment Illinois. “I think we’re being 
scammed.” 

Sponsors say the program proposed in Illinois would have a 
bigger impact than varying efforts in a few communities and 
provide uniformity that would help businesses avoid the logis- 
tical headaches of a patchwork of different regulations. 


“I think we should be lauded for our efforts instead of hav- 
ing people criticize our efforts,” said state Sen. Terry Link, a 
Vernon Hills Democrat and sponsor of the bill. Like curbside 
recycling, he said, it will take time for the habit to catch on. 

Plastic bags were introduced at grocery store checkout 
counters in the 1970s and since have become ubiquitous. The 
Worldwatch Institute, a Washington-based environmental 
group, says global manufacturers create up to 5 trillion plastic 
bags a year, and Americans throw away 100 biUion of them. 

The bags became a target of environmentalists because of 
the fossil fuels used to create them, the litter problem they 
create and the harm they cause wildlife that swallows or gets 
tangled up in them. Some countries have begun to tax the use 
of the bags or prohibit them outright. 

The number of bag bans nationwide reached 63 last year, 
by the count of industry trade publication plasticsnews.com. 
Some laws impose fines of 5 to 20 cents per bag for customers 
who use them. Last month, L. A. became the largest city in the 
U.S. to ban plastic bags at supermarket checkout lines, forcing 
shoppers to bring their own bags or pay 10 cents for a paper 
bag. 

Under the Illinois plan, bag manufacturers would have to 
register with the state and submit a recycling plan that in- 
cludes a public education component by July i, 2013. The man- 
ufacturers can include existing retail collection efforts as part 
of their plans. 

The Illinois Environment Protection Agency is charged 
with overseeing the program, including posting the plans on- 
line with a 30 -day period for public comment and manufac- 
turer feedback. Each manufacturer is also supposed to file an

annual report on the results of their programs starting in 2014. 

The goal is to increase the recycling rate by at least 12 per- 
cent by 2015. The penalty for failing to comply with the act is 
a fine of up to $1,000.

The groom who wants the initials of his 
bride-to-be emblazoned in jewels near his 
nether region. 

The man who orders a full Brazilian wax 
(except for a “landing strip” dyed electric 
blue). 

The couple who compete over the bling 
they have adhered to their lower abdomens. 

Melodi Serna, general manager at Tease 
Salon and Spa in Pilsen, has seen it all. And 
she’s not judging. 

While male grooming and manscaping has 
been an accepted practice for years, the idea 
of a full Brazilian— or the removal of all pu- 
bic hair using hot wax— has seen a surge in 
only the past two or three. 

Men in Chicago — straight and gay alike — 
are increasingly opting for specialty groom- 
ing services that until recently might have 
been considered taboo or for women only, 
specialists say Serna, for example, has seen 
requests for pubic waxes rise 6o percent dur- 
ing the past year. 

On top of that, some guys are going a step 
further and ordering a procedure in which 


glitter tattoos, colorful dyes or small jewels 
are applied around their genitals. Serna said 
appointments for that technique— known 
alternately as bedazzling, manjazzling or pe- 
jazzling— are scheduled in her shop about 
once a week. 

And while specific statistics on the wax- 
ing industry’s male clientele aren’t available, 
Serna’s experience is hardly unique. 

Whether a reflection of media images 
of hairless men, a reaction to a significant 
other’s requests for a smoother treatment 
or just a matter of general hygiene, the male 
Brazilian is big business, according to salon 
workers around Chicago. 

Prices for the service vary. At Tease, it 
costs about $55 for Brazilian waxing, with 
additional bedazzling services starting at $15. 

“Men are just being more conscious of 
grooming,” said Collete Green, owner of 
Collete Salon and Spa in the Gold Coast, 
adding that there’s no real target demo- 
graphic for the service. ‘A lot of times people 
associate gay men {with} getting Brazilian 
waxing, but all men are getting waxing ser- 
vices.” 

Green said male clients have ordered

Welcome back, Kelly Hogan. 

More than a decade after the release of her last solo work, 
“Because It Feel Good,” the singer makes a long-overdue 
return to the spotlight with her excellent new album, “I Like 
to Keep Myself in Pain,” a gorgeous effort steeped in classic 
country and soul. 


Not that the longtime Chicagoan, who cur- 
rently makes her home in Evansville, Wis., 
hasn’t kept herself plenty busy She remains 
a staple in friend and musical compatriot 
Neko Case’s touring band and has performed 
alongside everyone from My Morning Jacket 
to soul legend Mavis Staples. Fittingly a num- 
ber of Hogan’s former collaborators return 
the favor on her new record, which features 
songwriting contributions from M. Ward, 
Robyn Hitchcock, Andrew Bird and the late 
Vic Chesnutt, among others. 


Reached at home in Wisconsin, Hogan, 
47, discussed the thrill of recording alongside 
Staples, why she always preferred Tonto to the 
Lone Ranger and the genesis of the Hideout’s 
Wooden Leg cocktail. 

What artists submitted songs that you 
couldn’t quite find room for on this record? 

Well, we recorded 15 songs, so there are two 
songs from the session that didn’t make it on. 
One is by the great Edith Frost, and one is by 
Chicago’s own Wilco. Jeff {Tweedy} gave me 


{“Open Mind”}, then they ended up putting 
it on their record, too. So we’re like, “WeU, 
we’ll just hang on to it for a while.” That 
happened with Magnetic Fields, too. They 
hadn’t done anything with “Plant White 
Roses” in 15 years, then they put it on their 
compendium record last year. 

You’ve obviously carved out a nice career as a 
sideman of sorts. Growing up were you more 
drawn to Tonto than the Lone Ranger? 

I was definitely more of a Tonto man. I grew 
up the oldest sister with little brothers and I 
was always taking care of everybody else. I was 
also just so shy when I started. I wanted to be 
near music or performance or theater, but I 
was too shy to try out for anything, so I was 
always on the stage crew and stuff like that. I

Melvins to attempt 
world record on tour

Rockers the Melvins have been one of the 
hardest-working acts in show business for go- 
ing on three decades now, and for at least the 
past two they’ve been on the road almost an- 
nually, touring the US. and the world. 

In fact, during a world tour last year, they 
lived through two massive earthquakes in two 
countries— New Zealand and Japan— one of 
the more impressive feats for a band whose 
durable but constantly evolving take on hard 
rock has earned them a devoted cult following 
and critical acclaim. 

It turns out they were just in training mode 
for this year’s tour, during which the band will 
attempt to break a Guinness World Record 
for the fastest tour of the U.S. Starting at the 
Bear Tooth Theatre and Pub in Anchorage, 
Alaska, on Sept. 5, the Melvins wiU attempt to 
perform in all 50 states in 51 days. The tour is 


set to come to the Double Door on Sept. 21 
and will end Oct. 25 in Honolulu. 

The band’s new album was put out under 
the moniker Melvins Lite— a three-piece, 
rather than four, featuring longtime mem- 
bers Buzz Osborne and Dale Grover, with Mr. 
Bungle bassist Trevor Dunn in place of the 
duo known as Big Business — and is a depar- 
ture. Though it has its moments of heaviness, 
it shows a more experimental, and at times 
even ethereal, side of the band. 

Looking at the itinerary, the Herculean 
journey before them is rife with perils. After 
Alaska, the group is to perform the next night 
in Seattle, then move south to Oregon before 
heading east through the Plains states, across 
the Kansas prairie and through the heartland 
of Iowa, Nebraska and Missouri. An early 
winter storm or a fall tornado— or an earth- 
quake— could derail them at any moment.

‘Comedy Bang! Bang!’ 
takes laughs to TV

Scott Aukerman’s popular podcast, “Comedy 
Bang! Bang!” has turned the traditional celeb- 
rity interview on its head, with zany musical 
numbers and improv-style games. Aukerman, 
who also wrote for the cult comedy show “Mr. 
Show With Bob and David” and co-created the 
Web series “Between Two Ferns With Zach 
Galifianakis,” talks about the future of comedy 
and the TV version of “Comedy Bang! Bang!” 
premiering at 9 p.m. Friday on IFC. 

“Comedy Bang! Bang!” is part of a new wave 
of podcasts-turned-TV shows. Is this the 
future of comedy deveiopment? 

I do think that podcasts are a great training 
ground for people to kind of figure out their 
voice. There’s no network or person saying, 
“Don’t say this, don’t do that.” You can pretty 
much do them in your house ... so they’re a 
really great place for comedians to figure out 
what they want to do. 

How does “Comedy Bang! Bang!” take tradi- 
tional celebrity interviews in a new direction? 

When celebrities go on talk shows, usually 
they’re there for very specific reasons— to 
promote a film or TV show or comedy 
special that they’re in that week. We made 
a rule very early on that no one was going 


to promote anything on the show And then 
we made a similar rule that no one was ever 
going to have a real conversation on the show 
or talk about anything based in reality So 
the interviews are very very comedy-heavy 
they’re a lot like the work I do on “Between 
Two Ferns” where the interviews are there 
just to be funny 

You’ve had huge guests on your podcast 
—everyone from Zach Galifianakis to Jon 
Hamm and “Weird Al” Yankovic. For the TV 
show, who— 

Who’s turned me down? I was trying so hard 
to get Will Ferrell and Pee-wee Herman and 
both of them couldn’t fit it into their sched- 
ules. But Season 2 ... 

Who can we expect to see in the first season 
on IFC? 

Every single show has the most amount of 
really funny and really famous people that 
I could put into it. So the first episode has 
Zach Galifianakis, Tom Lennon, Will Forte, 
Gillian Jacobs from “Community” ... and 
every episode is just a ton of funny people. 

So even though Seth Rogen may be the main 
guest, it’ll cut over to the side of the stage 
and Will Arnett andTopher Grace are there 
getting into an argument for 60 seconds.

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How to get fit in 20 minutes 


MCT 

Can you unearth a spare 20 minutes? They 
may be masquerading as Internet surfing or 
lurking within the TV watching you do every 
evening. 

When you find those wayward 1,200 sec- 
onds, you lose your no-time-to-exercise ex- 
cuse. Because though most health recom- 
mendations are for a half-hour workout daily 
a concentrated 20 minutes can suffice quite 
nicely 

“Do as much as you can in that 20 minutes,” 
says Jakob Vingren, assistant professor in the 
department of kinesiology, health promotion 
and recreation at the University of North Tex- 
as. “Get as much work done as possible in the 
allotted time.” 

At McMaster University in Hamilton, 
Ontario, researchers studied the effect that 
intervals — short bursts of intense exercise— 
had on various groups of people. They found 
that a 20 -minute workout consisting of one 
minute of strenuous activity alternated with a 
minute of easy recovery, had significant health 
and fitness effects on unfit volunteers. 

How to spend those 20 minutes? Here are 
two ideas. 



CALISTHENICS 

Kristin Moses, co-owner of Body Bar fitness 
studio in Dallas, suggests starting with a 3- 
to 4-minute warm-up by doing 30 seconds of 
jumping jacks, 30 seconds of high knees, 30 
of glute kicks, 

30 of jumping 
jacks. 

From there, 
go into a series of squats and lunges: 15 
squats at moderate tempo, 15 lunges with 
your right leg and 15 with your left. 

“Come to the floor and do 20 to 25 full or 
modified push-ups. You’re moving from your 
legs, big-muscle groups, to upper-body big 
muscles and chest, which builds your heart 
rate and puts you into fat-burning zones.” 

Next, turn over and sit, hands on the floor 
behind you. Raise your hips off the floor for 
20 to 25 triceps dips. 

Repeat the sequence, and this time “pick 
up your pace,” Moses says. The third go- 
round, make it a sprint. 

Finish with ab work, she says. Come to 
the floor and do a plank for 30 seconds to a 
minute. From there, turn onto your right side 
and do a side plank. Repeat with the left side. 



SWIMMING 

Bobby Patten, head coach of Dallas Aquatic 
Masters, suggests “pyramid sets”-25 yards 
fast, then 25 yards easy. Increase distance: 50 
fast, 50 easy; 100 fast, 100 easy, resting 10 to 
20 seconds between each set. 

“You’re increasing your metabolism more 
that way than by just going at 70 percent for a 
longer time,” Patten says. “Any interval I think 
is beneficial: heart rate high, steady aerobics, 
then zap it up again. In 20 minutes, you can kill 
yourself, really feel spent.” 

Every mile of swimming is equal to about 
four miles of running, he says.

HOW TO MAKE iT 

Here’s a recipe to make about 2.2 pounds of powder, enough for 17 24-ounce water bottles. 
Just combine the ingredients in a container with an airtight lid. (It can be messy to make, so 
be prepared.) You’ll need a digital scale to accurately measure the ingredients. Use two 29- 
gram scoops for each water bottle for a total of about 200 calories per bottle. 

Maltodextrin: 900 grams Kool-Aid: 2 packs Regular salt: 5 grams 

Sugar : 80 grams Morton Lite Salt: 5 grams 

Total cost: about 10 cents per 24-ounce water bottle-less than one-tenth of what many high- 
performance drink powders cost.

Take a look at the most popular endurance 
sport drinks and you’ll notice a surprising 
similarity in ingredients. 

There are carbohydrates (usually in the 
form of sugar), sodium, potassium and some- 
times a touch of protein. 

Tbu’ll notice something else— these drinks 
are expensive. It can cost $1.75 or more to fill 
one 24-ounce water bottle— and you have to 
drink a bottle an hour to keep up a good flow 
of nutrients and liquid while you work out. 

There’s an easy way around the expense: 
making your own endurance drink. It may not 
have all the bells and whistles of the top brands, 
but it should be more than enough for a long 
ride or run into the mountains. After aU, water 
is the most crucial ingredient, and it’s free. 

The base for a good endurance drink is car- 
bohydrates. Most manufacturers use sugar, but 
that is a problem: Its energy is released quickly 
and is followed by the dreaded sugar crash. 

Hammer Nutrition, one of the top makers 
of endurance sports drinks, uses a complex 


carbohydrate called maltodextrin that gradu- 
ally releases its energy You can buy maltodex- 
trin in 50 -pound sacks from a variety of bulk 
food and supplement suppliers. 

Next come the electrolytes — salt and po- 
tassium. Potassium is easily added using Mor- 
ton Lite Salt, which contains a mix of potas- 
sium and sodium. 

The last ingredient is Kool-Aid and sugar 
to add a little flavor and a few extra calories. 
Remember, this is an endurance drink. It 


should taste very light. Anything even slightly 
sweet will leave your mouth feeling sticky on 
a long ride. 

The final mix tastes slightly tart because of 
the Kool-Aid. If you like, you can just leave 
out the Kool-Aid for a more neutral taste. 
Don’t expect the mixture to taste like a com- 
mercial sports drink, which typically has 
much more sugar added. 

You can add some protein for exercise of 
longer than three hours.

Tablet puts Nintendo’s 
Wii U in a sharing mood

A year ago, Nintendo announced the Wii U, 
the next generation of its massively popular 
gaming system that incorporates a handheld 
controller with its own video screen into play 
with the more traditional Wii console. 

On Tuesday at E3, the world’s largest video- 
game gathering, the company still was ex- 
plaining it— and not sparing any superlatives 
in doing so. 

“It changes your gaming. It changes how 
you interact with your gaming friends. And 
it changes the way you enjoy your TV,” said 
Reggie Fils-Aime, president and CEO of Nin- 
tendo of America. “It’s not just intuitive, not 
just accessible to everyone, but it stands to 
revolutionize your living room.” 

Having showcased the Wii U hardware at 
last year’s Electronic Entertainment Expo, 
the focus at Tuesday’s Nintendo event was on 
games: 23 of them, to be exact. 

They ranged from “Super Mario Brothers 
U,” the inevitable arrival of Nintendo’s most 
enduring and beloved character, to “Batman 
Arkham City: Armored Edition,” a new take 
on the popular action franchise. 

But while the titles were plentiful, the real 
focus was on how the Wii U will make them 
different. At the forefront is what the com- 
pany is calling “asymmetric game play” 

What that means is that a player using the 
system’s new handheld controller— it looks 
like a tablet computer, with a screen and but- 
tons-can share the same game with other 


players who are using traditional keypads. But 
that player’s objectives and experience will be 
different. 

“The player with the game pad takes on a 
special role,” said Katsuya Eguchi, the de- 
veloper of “NintendoLand,” a game that will 
combine characters and settings from 12 
Nintendo titles into one “greatest hits” game. 
“It’s playing the same game world as the other 
players, but with a different perspective, dif- 
ferent information and a completely different 
role.” 

In one of those mini-games, “Luigi’s Ghost 
Mansion,” up to four players using traditional 
controllers play as ghost hunters, while anoth- 
er with one of the new game pads is the ghost. 
The “ghost” sees more than the other players 
on the pad’s video screen and plays against the 
others. 

The Nintendo event marked the second 
straight day that one of the three major gam- 
ing console makers used the big stage of E3 to 
focus on “second screen” gaming. On Monday 
Microsoft unveiled its SmartGlass system, 
which lets players use their tablets or smart- 
phones in conjunction with its Xbox 360. 

Other titles announced for the system in- 
cluded “Wii Fit U,” a new version of the exer- 
cise program that has sold more than 43 mil- 
lion copies; “Sing,” a karaoke game that lets 
players user the new game pad to read lyrics; 
and, in a nod to hard-core gamers, “Mass Ef- 
fect 3,” the latest in the acclaimed role-playing 
game series.

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Sony unleashes the gore with new titles

With a nod to the future, Sony paid tribute 
to the gamer and revealed new, power-packed 
and very bloody titles at the Electronic Enter- 
tainment Expo in L. A. on Monday 

Promising “next generation experiences,” 
Sony Computer Entertainment of America 
president Jack Tretton introduced new games 
aimed at mature audiences: “The Last of Us,” 
“God of War: Ascension” and “Beyond: Two 
Souls.” The video and game play for each were 
evocative, brutal and bloody with action and 
drew gasps and cringes. 

“This is the Super Bowl for those of us in 
the game industry” Tretton said. “This year, 
Sony wants to pay tribute to the gamers.” 

There were no great reveals or announce- 
ments about new hardware, despite persistent 
rumors that a new PlayStation 4 might be on 
the horizon. Much of the event focused on in- 
tegration between the PlayStation 3 and the 
handheld PlayStation Vita and the mention of 
a new service called PlayStation Mobile that 
will bring the PS experience to mobile phones 
and tablets. 

Tretton said there will be 60 new titles for 
the Vita next year and PlayStation i titles 


also will be available for play on the handheld 
console. One new title, “PlayStation All- Stars 
Battle Royale,” can be played on the home 
console and the Vita at the same time. 

‘We are investing heavily [in] cross-play 
(playing on PS3 and Vita simultaneously},” Tfet- 
ton said. “People can play whenever and wher- 


ever they want with cross-play The Vita also 
becomes an enhanced controller for the PS3.” 

There will also be exclusive titles for the 
Vita, such as “Call of Duty: Black Ops Declas- 
sified” and ‘Assassin’s Creed III: Liberation,” 
featuring a female lead assassin. Jessica Cho- 
bot, correspondent for G4TV’s ‘Attack of the 


Show” said she was impressed with the new 
game play for ‘Assassin’s Creed III.” 

“I’m the kind of gamer that looks for story 
I’m a big RPC (role-playing game] fan, so 
things that have a really good story for me car- 
ry more weight for me as a gamer,” she said.
